Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 31-46 are allowed (renumbered as 1-16). 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: many 
references in the art disclose a signage system for a parking lot comprising visually- 
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identifiable boundary markers, the signage system comprising a sign means at the 
boundary of the markers, wherein the sign means being visually viewable by an 
occupant of a vehicle adjacent the boundary markers, such that found in Wilson, Sr. 
(US 5,947,635). The prior art of record does not teach or suggest, in the claimed 
combination, a signage system for a traffic area, the traffic area comprising visually- 
identifiable boundary markers, the signage system comprising signal means on parking 
space lines comprising boundary markers for defining parking space; an interaction 
apparatus at the parking area for providing communication between a vehicle occupant 
at the traffic area and a person remote from the traffic area and wherein the sign means 
includes at least one electronic display for presenting information to a person at the 
traffic area.
